ordered to black am efficet’s beote and 
refused. He was fined $10 and im- 
prisoned for six menths. In justification of 
the punishment it may be said that a police- 
man must be compelled to obey orders and 
that being on working duty this man had no 
right to distinguish between the different 
kinds of work allotted to him by hie 
superiors. It may be that the regulations 
governing the force are such ae to include 
boot blacking in policemen’s duties, but it is 
not likely: The British soldier is generally 
supposed to be under a set of regulations 
quite as repressive as is good for all parties 
concerned, and it is frequently asserted that 
it is necessary to bring the policemen 
down to his level iu point of discipline. 
While the soldier is restricted by. regu- 
lations he is also protected by them, 
or by customs which have equal force, 
and amongst other things he is pre- 
tected from menial employments, unless by 
his own consent, coupled with a considera- 
tion. Therefore it the soldier is not subject- 
ed ſto employments much less, natural- 
ly, is the policeman. : 

Taking for granted, however, that the pun- 
ishment was not merely an.exercise of petty 
tyranny on the part of the officer concerned 
— in which case he should be promptly dis- 
missed—which he committed in the belief, 
grown out of experience, that such things 
were safely possible, but that it was in accord- 
ance with police regulations, it is high time 
those regulations were amended. What do 
the people of Canada say to paying a dollar 
a day in wages, board and clothes toa man 
of sound constitution, fair education and 
average intelligence in order that he may 
black the boots of another man who draws 
three dollars a day, for ordering him to do 
it? It is safe to say that when the people of 
Canada pay that little milliona year which 
goes to support the police they do not im- 
‘agine that any portion goes for any such 
purpose. They did not intend when they 
authorized the organization of the force that 
it should be in any sense an experiment in 
the matter of master and servant. They did 


Pa not put the standard of a policeman’s quali- 


fications eo high in order that he wight 
make an efficient boot black. The intention 
was to have a foree which would rank above 
the ordinary city policeman, and still 


’ | further above the British soldier in point of 


intelligence and consequent efficiency. It is 
fer euch a force that they pay, and it is such 
a force that they need. 

All honest free labor is honorable, but it is 
not the less a notorious fact that the menial 
employments are not generally engaged in 
by men of the highest intellizence, and it is 
quite as notorious that those employments 
tend to a decrease rather than an increase of 
intelligence, A force of gentlemen's servants 
trom England would be unfitted by previous 
training fer an intelligent performance of 
North-West police duties, and yet if the 
punishment mentioned is justified by the 
regulations the attempt is made to train the

If the standerd ol intelligence in the. force 
is to be raised the employment of policemen 
as menials,even with their consent, should be 
done away with as much as possible. In 
every barracks the number of police servants 
is something startling. Officers.and non- 
coms. all have their asrvants, proportioned 
in number according to their rank. ‘These 
men get a few centea day extra from their 
employers and relief from ordinary duties as 
payment for taking the place of household 
servante, besides drawing their ordinary pay, 
clothing and rations. This reduction in the 
number of duty men throws the burden of 
routine or special, work more heavily on 
those remaining, and is therefore unfair to 
them. At the same time the men employed 
as servants cannot naturally be as useful 
when required as if they had been on duty 
all the time, which is unfair to the govern- 
ment and tends to lower thecfficinency of the 
force. It may be said that such servants 
have always been permitted in. military 
organizations... This is hardly a satisfactory 
argument in-a: progressive age. Besides it 
must be remembered that the police are first 
a police and second a military force, there- 
fore their methode should approximate 
rather to those of police than to those of 
anilitary organizations, and by police stand- 
ards they should be judged. Does the city 
of Toronto pay ite policemen and relieve 
them from duty to act as servants to their 
officere?. If not why should Canada pay a 
North-West policeman to act as servant to 
his officer? If the Toronto officer requires 
a servant he hires and pays him, the matter 
is no concern of the city’s, and if the , North- 
West police officer requires a servant let him 
do the same and it is nobody's business. 
This fraud on the public of paying men ac- 


cording to thcir qualifications for catching 
criminals and haying them employed in 
blacking boote should cease... If they are & 


military foree practice and not a 
kuowlodge of boot blacking is what they 
need. It may be necessary that the officer 
should not have his attention distracted 
from important matters by having to per- 
form menial duties, but it is not less -neces- 
sary that the man should not be prevented 
from carrying out his officer's orders in mat- 
ters of public importance by having to at- 
tend to these same duties. It officers paid 
their own servants they would get along 
with a less number, they would probably be 
better served, the self-respect and efficiency 
of the. conatables. would be increased, the 
public would know what they were paying 
tor and there would be more general. eatie- 
faction allaround. In any case it is to be 
hoped fer the eredit not only of the police 
force but of Canada itself that there will 
never be anotber case in which a wearer of 
the Queen's uniform will incur punishment 
by refusing te degrade himself to the level, 
not of a servant, but of a slave.
